This has greater timeliness, perhaps, and less humanity than iy Son, Hy 
Son. Between the lines, one cannot help but read a parable of England, riding to pow- 
er through ambition, through great gifts of organization, through opportunism - and 
finding the reward insufficient and empty at the end.
